THE BOERS ARE WORTHY FOES 


Britishers Have Stiff Work Before Them Boors 


Again Repulsed and Elandslaagte is Cap- 


tured. Transvaal Commander Dies 


From Wounds He Eeceived 


London, Octx 23.—The second British 


victory, that at Elanslaagte, in which 
the British losses, though heavy, were 
not out of proportion to its Importance, 
may be regarded as having completrty 
demoralized the well laid, but ineffecti ve- 
ly executed plans of the Boers. In the 
opinion of military critics it will tend to 
bring the war to a speedy conclusion. 


General White, it Is ho_ped, may have 


been able by this time to relieve Major 
Yule at Glencoe, thus enabling him to 
deal with Commandant General Jou- 
bert's column, as General feymons and 
General French have already done with 
the others. 


There Is still to be guarded against a 


possible raid fron> the Drakensberg 
rangs by Free State troops from Vry- 
herd, through Zululand. The British 
(plan will, therefore, to a great extent be 
still to remain on the defensive, as Gen- 
eral White has An extended front, threat- 
ened) at many points, fo protect. 


There is no longer, however, any ap- 


prehension of even the expected' initial 
sucsjeas of the Boerg. The two victories 
Already sained by the British must have 
completely disillusioned them of the idea 
they had gained through the Majuba af- 
fair, and, looking to the statement* al- 
ready circulated that President Kruger 
himself was opposed to sending the ulti- 
matum, there is speculation in some 
quarters that thei Boers may now sue for 
peace. 


At least it Is considered that all fears 


of a Dutch rising in the British colonies 
may be set aside. 


The Times says: They are honorable 


foes and well worthy of our mettle. The 
sterling qualities ought to do much to 
facilitate the ultimate pacification of 
South Africa. That is'the real end of tha 
war. We have to settle once for all the 
question of British supremacy and to 
banish forever thej phantom of an Afri- 
kander nation. 


The Daily News says: It is not at ail 


likely that the two victories portend a 
speedy end $f the war. The Boers still 
fight on and o"Ur army of occupation inust 
be hurried forward. The appalling 'ess 
of officers and men we have sustained 
shows clearly that we have stiff work 
before us. The army corps will hove 
ample work to do. 


It Is rumored this morning that Barkly 


West, northwest of Kinrberley, has been 
surrendered to tha Boers without firing 
a shot. 


Cape volunteers, it is reported, vill be 


sent to relieve Kimberley.

The latest dispatches do not indicate 


any general mcursi'an of Boers as yet 
into Bechuanaland. Along the Orange 
river everything seems to be quitt. 
From Colesburg, Cape Colony, it is re- 
ported that all the available burghers of 
the Orange Free State have been spnt 
north and west. 


On the other hand, a messenger from 


Aliwal North reports that a large body 
of Boers is advancing toward the Orange 
river. Refugees are leaving that town 
in greater numbers daily. The Boets 
have mounted a Krupp gun on a bridge 
commanding the most thickly peopled 
part. 


Advices from Cape Town say that a 


wholesale fear of a rising in. Basutoland 
prevents the Boers invading Cape 
Colony, and that, on the other hand, 
there is considerable excitement at 
Maseru and other Basuto stations, aris- 
ing fr.im native apprehensions of Boer 
attacks. 


It appears that colonial news is in some 


mysterious way Bupplied to the Boers, 
and that their movements depend largely 
on intelligence communicated through 
natives. Disquieting information comes 
from Hershel and other points m Cape 
Colony, where the natives are much ex- 
cited.

ment at Elandslaagte, between Glencoe 
and Ladysmith, vi hen the British, under 
General French, routed the Transvaal 
forces, under General Kock, second In 
command in the Transvaal army, who 
was himself wounded and captured, and 
has since died: 


"In the action at Elandslaagte the 


troops engag-ed were the 
following: 


Cavalry, Fifth lancers, a squadron of 
the Fifth Dragoon guards, the Imperial 
light horse and two squadrons ctf Natal 
carbineers. 
Artillery, Twenty-first field' 


battery, Forty-second field battery and 
the Natal field battery-. 
Infantry, the 


Devonshire regiment, half a battalion of 
the Gordon Highlanders and the' Man- 
chester regiment. 
The whole force waa 


under General French, with Colonel 
Hamilton commanding the infantry. 


"I was present in person from 3:30 p. 


m., to 6:30 p. m.,, but did not assume 
direction of the fight, which was left in 
tha hands of GerietaUTrench. Although 
desultory fighting took place earlier in | 
the day, while reinforcements, sent out ' 
later on ascertaining the ,, e,nemy's | 
strength, were" arriving from • Lady- , 
Smith, the real action did not begin until 
3:30 p. m. 
At that hour the Boers held 


a position of very exceptional strength, 
consisting- of a rock hill, about a mile 
and a half southeast of Elandslaagte 
station. 


"At 3:20 p. m. our guns took a position 


on a ridge, 4100 yards from the Boers, 
whose guns at once opened fire. This i 
fire was generally well directed, but', 
somewhat high. 
Contrary to previous 


experiences, their shells burst well. 


"The imperial light horse guards 


moved towards the left of the enemy's 
position, and two squadrons of the Fifth 
lancers, toward his night.

artillery duel, mounted Boers pushed out 
from their (eft and engaged the imperial 
light horse guard.

the enemy's guna ceased firing, and our 
artillery was turned on the'mounted 
Boers, who opposed the Imperial light 
horse, who at once fell back.

A correspondent In Glenroo camp, de-

It was. after the battle was renewed, 
following the lull that ensued upon the 
sharp cannonading of the British, which 
silenced the guns of the Boers on Smith's 
hill, that our casualties .began.

Ireland and the colors of the city of 
JLilmerick. The boxes were draped with 
American and Irish flags. 


The lord mayor and Mr. Redmond were 


escorted from their headquarters In the 
Hoffman House to the Academy by the ] 
New York fund committee, and by the 
officers of the First and Second regi- 
ments of Irish volunteers of New York. 


In opening the meeting, Judge O'Brien 


said: 
"We have assembled to give 


welcome to men who come among us 
to raise funds for the erection of a monu- 
ment which shall perpetuate the name 
and fame of Charles Stewart Parnell. 
Parnell worked and fought for the whole 
Irish people. 
There was no distinction 


as to creed. 
Therefore, without refer- 


ence to religion, here all can unite In do- 
ing honor to his memory." 


The audience received the names of the 


distinguished visitors by standing up 
and cheering for some moments. 
As the 


cheering began to subside some one 
called out: "Hurrah for Oom Paul."

patriots to the Irish race. The estate Is 
to be. sold, owing to the way in which 
Parnell sacrificed his estate In the na- 
tional fctruggle.

No people have 
ever been ungreatful of the services of 
its great men, or have allowed them to go 
unrecorded.

THE MEETING Of THE COUNCILLORS

HE former members of the old firm 
of Robson and Crane seem to have 
fallen upon hard lines. First Rob- 


son, a comedian, vent into \Va.llack's 
theater in this city with a serious play 
called "The Gadfly," which proved such 
a financial failure that its stay at the 
house was shortened and the play was 
immediately withdrawn. Crane, Rob- 
son's former partner, came in ahead of 
time with his new play, "Peter Stuyve- 
sant, Governor of New Amsterdam," 
by Brander Matthews and Bronson 
Howard, with the purpose of at- 
tempting 
to attract to Wallack's 


those whom his old comrade had 
seemed unable to get within hail- 
Ing distance of. 
His 
effort 
could 


not 
well have been more of a 


failure than Robson's, but if appear- 
ances are to be relied upon it has not 
been a glittering success. 


"Peter Stuyvesant" is not a good 


play—in fact,, despite its distinguished 
and apparently transposed authorship, 
it is not going very far outside the 
truth to say that it is a very poor play. 
It is neither fish, flesh nor fowl; nei- 
ther comedy, farce nor melodrama, al- 
though it contains bits of each. 


Naturally it does not impress one as 


being a well knit work. It gives the 
impressien that the collaborators must 
have differed as to the expediency of 
emphasizing the historical and comedy 
phases, for there is first a prolonged 
and rather tedious effort to fully eluci- 
date the character of Stuyvesant and 
then a descent into what is not very 
high grade farce. The spectacle of the 
doughty old Dutchman who ruled New 
Amsterdam with a high hand stumping 
through a dance upon one leg of flesh 
and blood and one of wood is not partic- 
ularly edifying, and, whatever its pur- 
pose, it certainly did not excite the 
auditors to hysterical outbursts of mer- 
riment. 


- The melodramatic aspect of the play 
is supplied by. the effort of England to 
obtain possession 
of Long 
Island 


through a trick. Her emissary is Sir 
Reginald Farquhar, who is, of course, 
also one of the .young lovers of the 
play. Stuyvesant, as Messrs. Matthews 
and Howard see him, was a crusty old 
fellow with a penchant for marrying 
off every eligible couple within the col- 
ony, although he seems to have, despis- 
ed women as a rule. Like all match- 
makers, at least stage matchmakers, 
he selects the wrong man for the wrong 
woman every time. Such a role, writ- 
ten to the end, without any attempt to 
faithfully portray a historical charac- 
ter, would fit Crane like a glove, but in 
Peter Stuyvesant we have a meddle- 
some old busybody who pops from his 
rather farcical attitude into one of 
melodrama at brief intervals. 


Mr. Crane is always a good actor, ex- 


cept when he tries to play Falstaff, and 
his work in the title role of "Peter Stuy- 
vesant" would have done credit to any 
member of his company. But we ex- 
pect Mr. Crane to be more than merely 
good;; he must be very fine to satisfy 
us. That he can be and is when he 
has a role within his powers, but in his 
present offering he is rather out of his 
element and therefore, it must be ad- 
mitted, is also unsatisfying. 


It is idle to predict that the ordinary 


work will fail, but if "Peter Stuyve- 
Bant" should not, it is at least certain 
that it is not destined to be a second 
"Henrietta" or "Senator." Of the com- 
pany it .may be said that there was no 
remarkable acting done, but most of 
what was really good was contributed 
by the female members of the cast. 


If Mr. Frank McKee, the manager of 


Otis Harlan, who is the etar of the 
"comedy in three acts by George R. 
Sims" entitled "My Innocent Boy," 
which is making a bid for existence at 
the Garrlck theater, Is wise, he will im- 
mediately take the piece off the stage. 
Then it might not be a bad idea to tear 
up the manuscript and burn the scraps. 
That is about the only treatment that 
Will effect a complete cure for "My In- 
nocent Boy," which is about as inco- 
herent a mess of rubbish as has been 
Been on the New York stage at a first 
class theater for many a day. The 
etory might have been written by some 
callow youth of 18 who had imbibed his 
knowledge of dramatic construction 
from desultory perusals of the yellow 
covered "playbooks," which, at 15 cents 
a copy, are said to have an enormous 
annual sale throughout the country. 


Mr. Otis Harlan, being a star now, 
it is but fair that he should be gauged 
by the stellar standard. To say that he 
falls far below is no exaggeration. Har- 
lan is excessively funny at times—at 
short times—but he goes beyond his 
depth when he attempts to create the 
bulk of the fun in an evening's enter- 
tainment. His voice, quaint and pe- 
culiar at the beginning, palls upon the 
ear after a few moments, and in time 
gets to be positively unpleasant in its 
dangerous approach to a whine. 


The best performance in "My Inno- 


cent Boy" was unquestionably contrib- 
uted by Frank Doane, who, as Felix 
Jellicoe, an artist, managed to infuse 
eome life into the piece while he was 
en the stage. The rest of the company 
struggled, nobly with their roles, but 
It was an unequal contest all the way 
through. 


It (a wonderful how much misin- 


formation la disseminated about the- 
atrical people. Henry Irving is certainly 
one of the moat prominent actors in 
the world and, as it IB not necessary 
to guess about bis plans, it is incompre- 
hensible that so many conflicting state- 
ments are published concerning his 
tour of this, country. The route was, of 
course, fully arranged long ago and a 
sufficiently explicit announcement of 
his repertory was made to enable any 
(dramatic writer of ordinary intelligence 
to steer clear of the fairy tales which 
W many of them have been printing. 


One paragraph which has been going 


the rounds is to the effect that Mr. 
Irving, during his. American tour. 


would use but one play~"Robespierre." 
This statement was so manifestly ab- 
surd that it is remarkable that it gain- 
ed the slightest credence. No actor 
possessed of the least business rrudence 
would think of staking everything on 
one play entirely new to the country 
which it is his purpose to tour. 


As a fact, Mr. Irving will naturally 


not abandon "Robespierre" in any city 
of importance in which it appears to 
maintain its drawing power, but he will 
not be stupjd enough to attempt to keep 
it going if the people appear not to 
care for It. Mr. Irving is an artist, and 
it is said that artists of every sort are 
poor business men, but that does ;T»ot 
hold good in his case. He does not, of 
course, attend to the details of his 
tour. He has an excellent business staff, 
but all arrangements of importance are 
submitted to Mr. Irving for final ap- 
proval. 


"Robespierre" is said to be one of 


those plays which impress equally 
critical persons in an entirely different 
manner. One critic will think it a 
really great play, while another, no 
more difficult to please generally, will 
regard it as being unworthy the un- 
questioned genius of a Sardou. This is 
not said in an effort to cast a doubt 
upon the merits of "Robespierre" in ad- 
vance, but is merely mentioned for the 
purpose of demonstrating how unlikely 
it is that Mr. Irving would put all his 
eggs into one basket; in other words, 
that he would stako everything on 
"Robespierre" without anything to fall 
back upon. 


The fashion of bringing high priced 


vaudeville stars from the other side of 
the water and then separating from 
them at short notice seems- to be grow- 
ing apace. George W. Lederer, the 
manager of the Casino and the New 
York, is responsible for the new craze. 
He did not plunge right .into the vaude- 
ville line at the opening.. First he 
brought over Louie Freear, the talented 
little English "slavey" of whom Joseph- 
ine Hall gives fair imitations. Some 
trouble occurred, or was said to have 
occurred, and Miss Freear departed. 
Whether she quit voluntarily or was 
discharged, deponent knoweth not. Then 
came Marie Loftus, the music hall star 
from Albion. It Is generally conceded 
that Miss Loftus' appearance at the 
New York did not seriously Interfere 
with the equilibrium of the country. 
Again there was trouble, and, when it 
was over, Miss Loftus and Mr. Lederer 
had parted. 


A little later the announcement was 


flambuoyantly made that Marguerite 
Cornille, a European entertainer, had 
signed with Mr. Lederer .after scores of 
American managers had vainly en- 
deavored for years to induce her to 
visit us. Stories were also printed of 
how shrewd Lederer was and how he 
had compelled other magnates to pay 
more for the talent they wanted than 
they would have paid had Lederer not 
been on the spot. 


Well, Cornille came, and, while she 


was not by .any means a failure, she 
most emphatically did not create a sen- 
sation, which is what Lederer wanted 
her to do. Next, trouble about Cornille 
singing on roof; Lederer wanted her to; 
she 
refused; 
Cornille discharged; 
threats of lawsuit; both claim to be 
right; no one able to tell which. But 
the lesson apparently taught la that 


the European vaudeville stars are no 
longer able to please 
New York 


audiences. 


Gustavo Salvini, son of the famous 
tragedian, Tommaso Salvini, and .brother: 
of the late Alexander Salvini, who was 
a star in this country for several years, 
is to make a tour of America shortly. 
It is rumored that his father may ap- 
pear with him in several of his produc- 
tions, though that point has not yet 
been definitely settled. Gustavo is said 
to be possessed of marvelous ability 
and is expected to create a stir: in our 
dramatic world. His father is said to 
feel that his mantle is destined to fall 
upon the shoulders of Gustavo, 'and, 
inasmuch as the former was violently 
opposed at first to his younger son 
adopting the stage as a profession, his 
change of heart would seem to indicate 
that the young man must be something 
out of the ordinary. At any rate we 
shall soon have the opportunity to 
judge for ourselves, as the tour is ex- 
pected to begin early in the new year.

mHE coming Jeffries-Sharkey battle 
I is giving the sports lots to talk 
1 about. Jeffries, as the champion, is 
naturally the favorite, though there are 
a great many shrewd followers of the 
ring who are putting their money on 
the ex-sailor with a good deal of confi- 
dence. 
Those who believe that Jeffries will 


be the winner of the forthcoming en- 
counter pin their faith to him because 
he defeated Fitzsimmons in such mas- 
terly style and because Fitz really won 
from Sharkey in their go at San Fran- 
cisco in December, 1897, although ths 
latter was given the decision on an 
alleged foul. 


Now, 
this method of reasoning has 


proved, false on many occasions, and 
may do so in the present one. Those 
who think Sharkey the better man as- 
sert in support of their belief the fact 
that when Sharkey went up against 
Fitzsimmons two years ago he had had 
little experience against first class men 
and was generally acknowledged to be 
a fighter inclined to foul his opponent. 
Since then he has done a great deal of 
fighting and has had far more ex- 
perience in the ring than Jeffries. He 
has also in subsequent battles in New 
York amply proved that he has over- 
come his habit of fouling and is now as 
fair a fighter as is in the ring. Another 
point that his admirers regard as being 
in his favor is that he has been for 
many months in the hands of Tom 
O'Rourke, than whom no shrewder 
handler or trainer of pugilists is now 
living. Impartial critics declare that it 
is worth a good deal for a man to have 
O'Rourke in his corner as adviser dur- 
ing a mill. 
Jeffries, however, has been trained in 


nearly all he knows of the game by 
Tommy Ryan, who is universally ac- 
knowledged to be the cleverest living 
boxer. All in all, it promises to be a 
very interesting encounter, for both the 
principals are said to be in the finest 
possible condition. 


All sorts of rumors are rife in the 


baseball world as to the plans of th 
magnates for next season. The prin- 
cipal reports are in regard to the 
formation of the much talked of new 
league. One rumor has it that the Na- 
tional league magnates fear the results 
that will ensue on account of the op- 
position of the new body, another that 
they are not afraid of it and will prac- 
tically ignore it, while a third report 
declares that the owners of the teams 
are in reality playing a very deep game.

the athletic field as has loomed over her 
during the past 12 months. 


In the preliminary games the Yale 


eleven has shown that the men are fast 
learning the game and can play well 
together, and there are a good many 
who will not be surprised if they 
emerge from the fray around Thanks- 
giving the football champions of 1899. 


The recent attempts of women bicycle

G. George made an attack on "Deer- 
foot's" mark and was well inside the 
time up to the seventh mile when a 
storm of rs.ir> made him lose his ad- 
vantage, and he failed by just 32 yards. 


In June, 1897, F. E. Bacon, another 


famous English runner, attacked the 
hour record, and, with' Harry Watkins 
as pacemaker, went the distance of U 
miles 1,243 yards. 
Watkins was quite.* factor in the 


result and afterward ^Bclared he could 
beat Bacon's figures^V given the op- 
portunity. He made^ne attempt re- 
cently at Rochdale, England, and justi- 
fied his prediction by covering 11 mileB 
1,286 yards in 60 minutes. He also wip- 
ed out the best on record for ten mile« 
by going the distance in 51m. 5 l-5s.

Considering that the British are 
so unprepared and that the Free State 
and Transvaal troops have at present 
the immense advantage of attacking in 
their greatest strength it is to be ex- 
pected that the South Afri'can forces 
will be at great disadvantage when 
British reinforcements on the way have 
arrived. The situation at present in- 
dicates a short though a bloody war. 


It is strange that the press of the 


country should be so effusive in praise 
of Sir Thomas Lipton's sportsmanlike 
attitude in his defeat. According to 
the newspapers the people would give 
him almost anything but the America's 
cup because he has shown himself 
to be a gentleman. 
"We suppose if he 


chose to follow the example of the ex- 
patriated Astc-r he would be ''men- 
tioned" as a candidate for president. 
Sir Thomas may thank Lord Dunraven 
for the gush that he is: now being an- 
notated with Dunraven made the peo- 
ple think that the only possible result of 
defeat wiould be snarling and contemp- 
tible accusation. So it isi a pleasant 
novelty to find Sir Thomas playing the 
part of a gentleman. But in shower- 
ing so many columns of yellow praise 
•on him we are no doubt paying him 
a very doubtful compliment Had Co- 
lumbia been defeated we should have 
expected nothing but the most gentle- 
manly conduct in the reverse, and it 
is pertinent to ask why we should, by 
all this gush over Sir Thomas, prac- 
tically tell him we are surprised that 
he can conduct himself as a gentle- 
man should. 


The Australian plan for preventing 


industrial strikes is arousing a great 
deal of interest in the United States. 
Hon. W. P. Reeves, the former minis- 
ter of labor of New Zealand, who draft- 
ed the law which is now in effect in 
that colony, and which makes it obli- 
gatory upon employer and employee 
alike to submit their differences to a 
public tribunal for adjudication or ad- 
justment; is now at Philadelphia asi a 
delegate to the international commerc- 
ial congress1, now in session, in that city. 
Mr. Reeves has explained the workings 
of the law of compulsory arbitration, as 
it is operated in New Zealand, and 
claims' for it the greatest measure of 
success. An attempt is being made in 
Massachusetts to secure legislation 
similar to that in force in New Zealand. 
In New York Mr. Reeves has impressed 
the public mind with his plan, and in 
Philadelphia the delegates to the Inter- 
national congress have been devoting 
a considerable portion of their time to 
the study of the economic system that 
has placed the Australian colonies 
among the most prosperous commion- 
wealths of the modern world. The con- 
gress, by the way, is attended by of- 
ficial representatives of most of the 
commercial nations in the world.— 
Christian Register.

On a shelf In Gen. King's workroom is 


the worn and battered field desk which 
he ha» carried through hla campaigns. 
In its pigeon holes ia to be found the 
secret of bin marvelous accuracy in 
writing, A half dozen small blank bqoks 


of tha ordinary commercial kind are 
filled with entries, written la a minute 
but legible hand. Theae record the oc- 
currences of each day of hla active 
honest service, and present concisely 
but vividly the Impreealana mad« upon 
hia mind at the moment by the stirring 
scenes through which he has passed. 
Hia first work when beginning a new 
novel is to consult these priceless re- 
cords. It ia doubtful If there is another 
author who composes more rapidly than 
Gen. King: when once he ia Inspired by 
a sympathetic theme. 


While he emphatically disavows all 


literary traditions, and declares that his 
labors in this field are inspired solely by 
the motive of "making one woman 
happy" and giving hia sons and daugh- 
ters an education which would be im- 
possible by any other meaais in his 
command, the strong human interests, 
the swift movement, and thei delicate 
sympathy and tender pathos of his 
stories are sufficient proof of the fact 
that his work is dlone with a genuine 
heart interest, and not as a perfunc- 
tory task. His methods of work are 
undoubtedly different from those of all 
other authors. After a perusal of his 
note 
books 
he 
writes his- pages 


in 
a 
short 
hand 
of 
his 
own 


and 
reads 
his 
stories 
into 
a 


phonograph, which ia passed to an 
operator on the typewriter who> tran- 
scribes the record of the cylinder. The 
sheets are then returned to Gen. King 
for revision, but the dictated manu- 
script is seldom changed to any great 
extent 


"Between the lines," and the "Gen- 


eral's Double," are Gen. King's fav- 
orites of the scores of stories which he 
has givea to the public. His first story 
was "Kittie's Conquest," and was writ- 
ten in the 70's. Its production was then 
regarded by its author as a passing 
whim, a pastime to relieve the monot- 
ony of an officer's life of a frontier post. 
This was published in the United Ser- 
vice Magazine of Philadelphia, and im- 
mediately attracted favorable attention. 
The manuscript was carried in the offi- 
cer's luggage through the Nez Perces 
and the Sioux campaigns and shared 
the fate of many another first literary 
effort being respectfully declined by one 
or two editors. 


This initial story was followed in 


1881 by the stirring romance first call- 
ed "Winning His Spurs',' but later is- 
sued in book-form as "The Colonel's 
Daughter." Then Mr. Alden, the ven- 
erable editor of Harper's Magazine, 
reached out for the work of the young 
military novelist 
and . secured the 


charming stories, "A War-Time Woo- 
ing" and "Between the Lines."—For- 
rest Crissey, in Ainslee's for-November.

The Manila correspondent ot the 


New York Times, writing under date 
of Sept. 7 about opportunities In the 
Philippines, says: 


The questions whether or not there 


are opportunities for American young 
men in the Philippines and the ad- 
visability of going to seek them may 
be answered by both "Yes" and "No." 


American energy will succeed any- 


where, but in this instance the follow- 
ing conditions should be satisfied: 
First, be should be in the best of 
health and determined to eschew all 
strong spirituous liquors. 
Moderate 


drinkers get along all right, but even 
they might leave whisky and brandy 
alone. 
Second, it is very important 


that he should have a working capital 
of not less than $4,000 or $5,000, with 
more behind him, so that when open- 
ings are presented, and there will be 
plenty, he may take advantage of 
them. Without money he will be like 
the old Chicagoan, who, pointing to 
Marshall Field's building, remarked to 
a friend, "Why, in the pioneer days of 
this town, I could have bought that 
for a pair of old boots." 


"Well, why didn't your' 
" 'Cause I hadn't the old boots.'* 
In case he cannot control a reason- 


able amount of capital, he should be 
assured ef a paying position with some 
reputable concern, and then progress, 
though slower, will nevertheless be 
certain. 
He must come contented to" 


settle down in strange surroundings 
and not be distracted by thoughts of 
home and friends. 


In Manila he will meet many charm- 


Ing people—Spanish, English, German, 
and, as time goes on, American. Asi- 
atics and mestizos, dark, copper color- 
ed half breeds containing Filipino and 
Chinese blood, are, however, most in 
evidence. If the American be merely a 
clerk he will meet with sharp competi- 
tion .from the older clerks, Filipinos or 
foreigners, who are content with the 
most paltry'wages. He will be further 
handicapped from ignorance of the 
Spanish language. Manila seems at 
present to be overrun with doctors and 
dentists, but recent military orders re- 
quiring examination and the possession 
of recognized certificates will thin out 
their numbers. 


There seems to-be a good field for 


schoolteachers 
> and 
stenographers, 


male and female, but at present the 
salaries are inadequate. 
American 


lawyers, unless familiar with the Span- 
ish language and laws, could only con- 
duct their pleadings through native 
abogadus, as all court proceedings are 
conducted in Spanish, and it will be 
some time before English can be sub- 
stituted. Even interpreters do not al- 
ways get exact shades of meaning, as, 
for example, when we find that a 
translation of "A Hot Time In," etc., 
reads "It Will Be Warm In the City 
This Evening." . 


The remarkably low cost of living, 


which has been so widely advertised, 
is rapidly passing away. The large ex- 
penditures of the troops, the consump- 
tion of supplies by the army and the 
American habit 'of paying the price 
asked and not haggling over it, as the 
orientals do, are effective factors in en- 
hancing prices. Americans everywhere 
soon spoil low prices. It seemed to me 
that Honolulu was the most expensive 
town I had ever visited in the United 
States. Our requirements hi the way 
of provisions are more exigent and 
varied than those of the natives. The 
time is past when a gentleman belong- 
ing to a small mess could have several 
servants and keep his own horse at 9 
cost of $20 or $30 a month. Four army 
officers, who mess together and live 
rent free in a government house in the 
city, find that their shares average $50 
each. 


Many eatables to which Americans 


are accustomed are lacking. The few 
Australian cows in Manila afford a 
very inadequate supply of milk, and 
It costs 60 cents (Mexican) per quart, 
so that canned condensed milk is .the 
more widely used. Butter also has to 
be brought from the United States or 
Australia in tin cans, and, not being 
refrigerated, the severe tropical heat 
makes it too strong for use. Our1 doc- 
tor prescribed milk in a typhoid case, 
but the patient didn't find condensed 
milk appetizing, so the milk of the 
caribou, the water buffalo, was substi- 
tuted. If this milk be poured, boiling 
hot, on toast, served with a piece of 
rancid canned butter (all the butter Is 
rancid), and flavored with pepper and 
salt, you get a "milk toast" that looks 
like a cheap oyster stew and tastes 
like caribou. It was a desperate reme- 
dy, but it cured the sick wan. A milk 
diet is very efficacious here in cases of 
indigestion. 


There are many kinds of wild frulte, 


but the newcomer had better not ex- 
periment with them. Bananas, man- 
goes and pineapples are quite choice 
and plentiful, but other varieties are 


r, tnougu there seems to be no 


good reason for the scarcity. Oranges 
and lemons are not grown, probably 
because of the native indolence, but 
careful cultivation would likely de- 
velop as fine a grade and as valuable 
a product as ever was developed to 
California. 
There would be an im- 


mense market for them In the Philip- 
pines, China and Japan. 


No energetic young man need be dis- 


couraged about coming to the Philip- 
pines, for, although be will encounter 
many difficulties, there Is always room 


In a'new country, and there Is money 
In the last addition to our country. It 
will be found better than 
pros- 


pecting for gold in the Klondike. For 
50 miles out of Manila the hinds were 
In a high ste*r cf c--^t!"aticn and given 
over almost entirely to sugar cane and 
rice. The region between San Fer- 
nando and Manila, which was aban- 
doned last spring during the severe 
fighting incidental to the advance of 
the army, shows fields now filled with 
laborers—Chinamen—working 
indus- 


triously all day long in the rice pad- 
dies. 
Men and women stand knee 


deep and even to the waist in water, 
wearing merely the outlines of a gar- 
ment When the rain becomes heavy, 
the laborers seek shelter. 


The rice planting season In this par- 


ticular section is very late and only 
commenced when it was seen that the 
United States troops had "come to 
stay." The Spanish method of war- 
fare seems to have consisted in hold- 
Ing some of the important towns and 
an occasional insignificant raid around 
the country and then a withdrawal for 
recuperation and cigarettes. They al- 
lowed the Filipino insurgents to con- 
trol matters and to levy taxes and oc- 
troi duties on all products going to 
Manila over the railroad or by water. 
And they did it with a vengeance. 


The forests abound in valuable 


woods, but yet in a virgin state for the 
want of marketable facilities. Some 
cf our Maine or Michigan lumbermen, 
with their superior knowledge, would 
coin money in these regions. The at- 
tempts at mining in the southern is- 
lands have been crude, but they prom- 
ise rich yields. Indeed one of the islands 
is named Mindoro (mine of gold). 
Railways are very badly needed, there 
being only the 125 mile one extending 
from Manila to Dangapan, which is 
owned by an English company, and 
along which the troops are operating. 
It has been torn rap in many places by 
the retreating Filipinos and is now un- 
der reconstruction by our engineers. 
Investments, If located so as to re- 
ceive the attention of the owners, will 
prove remunerative In the highest de- 
gree. 


There Is no marfeet for unskilled la- 


bor. The wages are too meager and 
the climate tox» hostile to manual labor. 
There Is no reason why expert me- 
chanics and engineers should not com- 
mand hlghNvages. Silversmiths who 
can execute fine inlaid work earn con- 
siderably less than $1 a day in Manila. 
Some Papagna field laborers told me 
the other day that they never see any 
money. The employer feeds them and 
their families, provides them with flim- 
sy clothing and pays their numerous 
tax rates. 


The climate is more agreeable than 


is generally supposed. Except in April 
and May, the temperature is lower than 
during many of the months of warm 
weather in the United States. Through 
July and August it ranges from 80 to 
90 degrees. Between the hours of 11 
a. m. and 2 p. m. the sun's rays are so 
direct and enervating that Americans 
are obliged to remain within doors. It 
is this heat that causes the sickness 
among our troops, and many of the 
cases of exhaustion while on the march 
are followed by malarial fever. The 
diseases are easily controlled and have 
a fatal termination very infrequently. 


From noon to 2 p. m. the stores are 


closed, and shopping ceases, although 
It is noticed that there Is a tendency to 
break through this time honored cus- 
tom. The streets are so narrow that 
with each day's Increasing traffic prog- 
ress Is very much Impeded. But order 
Is gradually arising. Where there was 
formerly a blockade of carriages, cari- 
bou carts and drays crossing on the 
Bridge of Spain, they are now com- 
pelled to follow In single file—a very 
simple arrangement, but it evidently 
had not occurred to the police. After 
8:30 at night every one must remain In 
doors or be arrested and locked up—a 
wise measure of precaution, for with- 
out-it insurgents, under guise of ami- 
goes, could sneak through the mili- 
tary lines Into the city. 


It Is observed with regret that the 


coming of our people should be marred 
by the frequent signs, "American Bar," 
"American Drinks," even the dead 
walls blazoned with advertisements of 
American beer and whiskies. Neither 
the Spaniards nor Filipinos are accus- 
tomed to drunkenness, and the perni- 
cious examples set by the Americans 
are to b'e deplored. In the Chinese sec- 
tion ' the stores consist merely of a 
small room opening on the street,, hard- 
ly large enough to accommodate three 
persons. The workshops likewise all 
open on to the sidewalk and are used 
as living and sleeping rooms as well.

Superior Court 
Upholds 


Contention of City in Simp* 


sen Damage Case 


RESCRIPT 
RECEIVED TODAY 


First Petition was Made to Wrong 


Parties. Collins Case Against 


the City Also Ended By 


Same Decision 


The? rescript waa received this nv>rn- 


ing from the supreme court to the case 
of Ida C. Simpson against the city of 
North Adams for damages alleged to 
have been caused by the changing of 
the Eagle street grade. The case has 
been before the courts for several years 
and went to the supreme court on ex- 
ceptions from the superior court The 
supreme court has now upheld the city 
in its contention and the case is there- 
fore at an end. 


The city's claim, made through Soli- 


citor Ashe, was that the petition, was 
to the wrong parties, being! to the 
mayor and council instead of the board 
of public works. The defense claimed 
that this was not neceasry. 


City Solicitor Ashe was much pleased 


with this result, as he has had thi case 
in hand and fought it hard. The 
amount of damages involved was 
about $3000. 


Another case of similar character, 


that of the Collins' estate for damages 
alleged when the grade of Washington 
avenue was changed, came up in su- 
perior court this morning, but in view 
of the decision of the supreme court it 
will not be tried. The point at issue 
here was the same. 


UNION STREET 0°ENED 


Problem of Cleaning all the Paved 


Streets Comes Up 


Union street was opened for traffic 


this morning after being- closed for the 
brick paving that has been laid this 
summer. There was an immediate 
rush of travel over the street, local 
teamsters and the farmers from the 
north appreciating to the full the op- 
portunity to use the direct road again, 
after so long a period of going over the 
hill road. This is the last of this year's 
paving to be opened, and the city now 
has about 26,000 yards of excellent brick 
paving. The first work this year was 
begun July 12, and the work has pro- 
gressed with satisfactory speed. 


The problem of cleaning the paved 


streets is now to be settled. Up to the 
present time only two men are em- 
ployed regularly on this work as was 
the case before this year's work was 
done. This force is not sufficient to do 
the work properly now that about 
7300 yards of new paving has 
been 


added, and it is expected that begin- 
ning with next year two more men will 
be added to the regular force. Whether 
this will be done this fall or not is not 
yet decided. State street since its 
opening- has not been in very good con- 
dition, and the street sweeper will have 
to be worked more vigorously if more 
men are not to be put on during the 
day. 
Within a short time repairs will be 


made on the paving laid in previous 
years, which must be done before the 
winter sets in.

Furthermore it seems 
to us unfortunate tha* the church failed 
to accept Professor BaHon's invitation 
to meet him and talk the matter over 
Had such, opportunity for a reply been 
given, and a friendly conference taken 
place, much of the ensuing controversy 
would have been avoided. 


"As the geological party was not con- 


nected with Technology, this matter 
affects the institute only through Pro- 
fessor Barton himself, and by the prom- 
iscous references made^ by the church. 
The Tech has no desire to take up an 
issue that does not pertain to the insti- 
tute; but so far as Professor Barton's 
connection may bring" the matter home, 
The Tech is g'ad to have opportunity to 
express complete endorsement and ap- 
proval of his entire action."

Promoters of Social Engineering 


Find a Fruitful Field. 


SEEK UDUSTEIAL BBTTEBMEHT,

"Social engineering" Is the latest of 


the professions. As applied by the offi- 
cers and members of the League For 
Social Service, it has been a great suc- 
cess. Organized in August, 1898, by 
Dn Joslah Strong and W. H; Tolman, 
with nothing but a profound convic- 
tion of the need of such an organiza- 
tion, it ends the first year with 1,004 
members, a well equipped office, an 
abundance of necessary material for 
the prosecution of the work and a cash 
balance in bank. William H. Tolman, 
the secretary, at his office, in New 
York, while speaking the other day of 
the league to a representative of the 
New York Times, said: 


"Dr. Strong and myself started the 


league in August last year. Our object 
was the social and industrial better- 
ment of the people. 
There is much 


that can be embraced under that head- 
Ing. We are really social engineers, 
and that is the youngest of the pro- 
fessions. We had a firm faith in the 
practicability of the work and an un- 
flinching purpose to make it a success. 
We began to enlist the services of peo- 
ple of distinction in all parts of the 
country, and I am glad to say that in 
no single instance did any one decline. 


"Now as to our work. We go from 


place to place and see what employers 
are doing for the betterment of their 
help. Perhaps one of the best exam- 
ples of a well conducted plant is that 
of Cadbury Bros., at Manchester,^Eng- 
land. There are 1,800 employees, many 
of them women and gtrls. Well equip- 
ped recreation grounds, embracing ten 
acres of pretty woodland,' furnish a 
delightful resting place. Near by are 
open air booths for the men. The cot- 
tages are models of neatness and com- 
fort I secured from the Messrs. Cad- 
bury 
many photographs 
of their 


grounds, cottages, etc., and the rules 
governing them. Such articles as these 
I use as ah object lesson in advertis- 
ing. It is not commercial or industrial 
advertising. I have visited many of 
the manufacturing communities in this 
and other states and have pointed out 
to the manufacturers bow and where 
they can Improve the condition of their 
help. The Cleveland Cliffs Iron com- 
pany has asked us for information 
which will tend to improve matters at 
their mines at Ishpeming, Mich. We 
have sent them photographs, reports 
and information concerning recreative 
movements. 


"The members of the league are our 


clients, and we improve their property 
on social linea. And we easily demon- 
strafe how it can be done. Wr In- 
stance, I was called to the South Beth- 
lehem (Pa.) Iron works a short time 
ago. The employees number 4,000. I 
saw many opportunities for improve- 
ment and made suggestions to the 
managers, which were favorably r»- 
celved. There was a large" vacant lot 
opposite the main mill. I suggested- 
that it be fitted up as a recreation 
ground and resting place for the wiveq 
and children of the employees. This 
was done under our direction, and'the 
owners of the mills have won the 
friendship of the women and children, 
and that friendship may stand them 
In good stead. That, is not profit shar- 
ing, but prosperity sharing. Ther» 
have been many such instances. 


"The league is practically a clearing 


bouse for other institutions. We re= 
reive many applications for informa- 
tion and sead the applicants to just the 
place where it can be gained. Here is 
a man In New South Wales who wants 
to know attont American trees and 
which of these would thrive in Aus- 
tralia. He gives details as to the pe- 
culiarities of the climate, etc. We 
have referred his letter to nurserymen, 
who will tell him what he wants to 
know. 


"A department store keeper In Boston 


wants us to provide a private secre* 
tary for him, male or female, whose 
fluty it will be to get in close touch 
with the help, learn their individual 
'babbles,' and do all that can be reason- 
ably done to gratify them. Such a po- 
sition requires a person of great tact 
and diplomacy. I doubt if our colleges 
are turning out the class from which 
such people can be selected. But they 
ought to. The position, really that of 
a social englneer.'Tias.not been filled yet, 
although a thren year contract will be 
made, and a salary of from $1,500 to 
$2,500 a year will be paid. 


"We Lave arranged courses of lec- 


tures, by request, for Lehigb univer- 
llty and other institutions, suggesting 
the subjects and the speakers. In all 
that we do, we pride ourselves on our 
ability to deliver the goods. We have 
secured foreign correspondents at all 
principal points abroad and have open- 
ed branch offices in London and Edin- 
burgh, and we shall show the people 
In foreign lands the social and not the 
conventional side of'charities. We ex- 
pect that our social economy work at 
the Paris exposition will be productive 
of much good. Dr. Strong and myself 
recently made a contract to furnish 
one firm with 1,070,000 leaflets. That 
represents 16,000,000 pages of litera- 
ture, and we have Issued many on' a 
variety of subjects especially calculat- 
ed to benefit the working classes. 


"Our organization has been a grand 


success, and has accomplished much 
good. Prominent people In all parts of 
the world are co-operating with us, and 
I think that the association will grow 
With great rapidity."

Whites In South Africa. 


Not the least alarming phase of the 


situation in South Africa is the fact 
that the black natives outnumber the 
whites In the proportion of 12 to 1, 
says the Chicago Tribune. In the case 
of a prolonged conflict between the 
Boers and the English the attitude of 
the natives is altogether uncertain. In 
Cape Colony there, are 400,000 white 
residents and four times that number 
of blacks. 
• The white population of the Trans- 
vaal is estimated at 250,000, as com- 
| pared with 850,000 natives. In Natal 


the total number of whites is not 
more than 50,000, while the blacks 
number 530,000. In the Orange Free 
State the blacks outnumber the whites 
in the proportion of nearly three to 
one. In Rhodesia there are 1,000,000 
natives and a white population which 
relatively amounts to nothing. In 
British Central Africa 850,000 blacks 
are opposed to a tiny band of not more 
than 500 English soldiers. In fact, all 
through South Africa the negro prob- 
lem is likely to grow in importance 
during the continuance of hostilities.
